Dean Suggests that Profes 
sional Critic Render 
Decisions 



The Arts faculty team won their de- 
bate last night between Arts and Law, 
.he former being 30 points ahead of the 
latter. A. E. D. Tremaine was in tha 
cliair and Dean Laing, the Hon. Adrian 
K. Huggcsscn and W.H. Bigger were 
the judges. The teams were as follows 
Law:— S. D. Pierce, O'Hagan and H 
Batshaw. Arts:— J. Evcritt, Penrose 
nd H. Wells. The resolution read 
Resolved that the present system of 
government ownership of railways in 
Canada should be abolished." The af- 
irmativc was upheld by Law, the ncga 
tivc 'by Arts. 

Pierce openetl the debate for the af 
fiirmative, that the present system of 
railway management had been a failure 
by saying economically and politically. 

The debt had ranged from $40,000,000 
o $70,000000. Politically the country 
now faces financial ruin. People arc 
made to pay for the foolishness of a 
few self centred contractors of the past 
said Pierce. 

The delay and incompetency of the 
present system could be appreciably di 
minished. Sir Henry Thornton had 
been appointed, it is true, but his appoint 
ment was three years too late, conclue! 
ed Pierce. 

Everett first speaker for the negativ 
pointed out, that the railway situation in 
Canada was a unique one there being 
two system of railways, public and pri 
vatc-owncd. Above both these was 
railway commission . The financial con 
litions had been bettered. A deficit of 
$36,000,000 had been reduced to $1,000, 
000 up to 1922 which is an enormous im 
provement. Everett said the amount o 
money that the government gave to the 
C.P.R. will never be realized till the 
angel Gabriel opens his books. EveTCtt 
concluded by asking why a system which 
is beginning to look up should be throw 
over. 

O'Hagan speaking for law stated that 
in the past the government would af 
ford to give over large sums of money 
but that at present such a thing was im- 
possible. He said that the physical con 
dition of the national railways was sin 
gularly bad, and gave examples. He 
declared that the railways have to bow 
to public opinion disregarding the fact 
that the public are for the most part ab 
solutely ignorant of the road conditions 
along some of the lines. In regarding 
to this there is need of private owner 
ship. O'Hagan maintained it is impos

CANADA'S DEBT 
TO MIDDLE AGES 

Topic of Interesting Lecture 
by Prof. Waugh 



The lecture on "What Canada owes 
to the Middle Ages," was delivered 
by Professor Waugh in the Royal Vic- 
toria College yesterday afternoon at 
5.15 p.m. , 

Professor Waugh brought out the 
predominant legacies which Canada 
has inherited from the principal na- 
tions of Western Europe, and espe- 
cially France and England, with a 
thoroughness of which any man would 
be proud to be able to treat. A large 
audience was present, thus showin 
that the undergraduates of the Univer- 
sity do not fail to take advantage of 
an opportunity rarely presenting itself 
to acquaint ■themselves with the par- 
ticulars relating to Canada's indebted- 
ness to the past for whait she possesses 
at the present day. 

Professor Waugh commenced his 
talk on the presence of old mediaeval 
landmarks in the Province of Quebec 
where Frenchman and Englishman 
alike owe so much to the Old Country. 
He remarked upon the presence of 
the religious orders in the Province as 
proof of the fact that the influences 
which bind Canada ;o the past are *iot 
to be ignored, the religious orders hav- 
ing been founded in the >earr just fol- 
lowing the fall of the Roman Kmpiic. 
During the last three hundred years 
the Church of Rome itself has plavcd 
a part in Canadian history which will 
forever remain indelibly stamped upon 
the future annals of the country. 

The speaker then continued to men- 
tion predominant facts which daily pre-

Dr. Armstrong, Dean of 
the Faculty of Medicine, and past Presi- 
dent of the American College, of Sur- 
geons, in speaking of Dr. Crile referr- 
ed to him as "one of the most interesting 
men in the Surgical profession to-day" 
and classed him and the great John B. 
Murphy and W. J. Mayo as the outstand- 
ing triumvirate of surgery in the New 
World.

A delighted audience which complete- 
ly filled the Convocation Hall of the 
Royal Victoria College last night was 
conducted by the players of the McGill 
Alumnae Society tlvrough the classic 
I realms of ancient Greece and Rome, and 
from Saxon England and mediaeval 
France to the fanciful country of non- 
sense behind the beyond. The pro- 
gramme presented was a wide one, and 
gave ample scope for much of the talent 
now shown to be latent in the faculty. 
The audience was enthusiastic, and ex- 
pressed itself in no uncertain manner, 
the appreciation of the excellence of the 
acting, being strengthened and augment- 
ed by the somewhat unholy joy of watch- 
ing a grave and reverend professoriate 
lisport itself with the abandon of gémi- 
né comedy. 
If a choice must be made, where se- 
ction might seem invidious, the final 
nlaylet— a pantomimic presentation of 
Dr. Leacock's "Behind the Beyond"— may 
nerhaps be granted the fullest measure 
af praise. Professor F. E. Lloyd, 
vho read the sketch as the story was 
icted in pantominc, succeeded in inflect- 
ing his voice with every shade an>' 
mance, and was responsible for much 
of the success of the comedy. "Be- 
hind the Beyond" is a delightful buries- 
lue upon that serious anomaly — the prob- 
lem play, and tells how a young and 
beautiful wife, (Miss Winifred Birkett) 
loved-starved in the atmosphere of jew- 
els and wealth showered upon her by 
her elderly husband (Prof. Waugh), 
found solace in the arms "of a youthful 
lover, played with a veteran's skill by 
"rofessor Matthews. 

Professor Matthew's interpretation of 
the role of the "weak" Mr. Harding was 
one of the features of the evening, and 
amid the hysterical laughter of the au- 
dience he brought a rare abandonment 
to the comic spirit in his rendering of 
the passionate scenes. Professor Waugh 
was almost perfect as the ill-used hus- 
band, while Miss Birkett entered into 
the spirit of the comedy in a whole- 
hearted manner that left nothing to be 
desired. 

A French playlet entitled "Depuis Six 
Mois" was produced by the Department 
of French, and called forth some of the 
best acting of the evening.

Mock Parliament Meets on 
February 15 



Political circles are again astir with 
the approach of the next session of the 
Mock Parliament on February 15. Fol- 
lowing the sensational formation of a 
coalition of the Constitutional and Pro- 
gressive parties, resulting in the main- 
tenance of the Government on the ques- 
tion of punishing the now famous char- 
acter of Ivan Bumovitch, who has been 
duly executed, caucuses were held by 
both groups and plans are now under 
way for another sitting, when a subject 
of live political interest will be debated. 

It was announced yesterday at a cau- 
cus of the Constitutional party that the 
present Premier The Rt. Hon. V. Barrc, 
would be unable to continue the arduous 
luties of the leadership personal reasons 
having forced him to retire from active 
public life. Barre expressed his keen re- 
gret at having to take this step, but said 
that in the interest of the coalition he 
ihqught someone with more time at his 
lisposal should be selected to steer the 
hip of state. 
It is understoood that the retiring 
remier and prominent members of his 
.Jnnet and have recommended to the 
Îovernor-Gcneral that th-; Rt. Hon. R. 
C. Jones who leads the Progressives in 
he coalition, be called upon to fprm a 
abinct. The personnel of the new ad- 
ninistration will be announced in a few 
lays, and the re-organized forces will 
hen prepare strenuously to meet their 
rch-enemies the Conservatives, When 
he House meets again on February 15,

The signal success of last night's performance should have the 
effect of heightening interest in the McGill Theatre Night to be held 
some time ,in March. The McGill Alumnae Society deserves great 
'credit for the admirable production of the "Diminutive Dramas" in 
the Royal Victoria College. The caste, chosen from the professoriate 
and the graduates, was an able one, and showed the results of much 
careful preparation. The audience, which included numerous stu- 
dents, was Appreciative of the splendid acting, and the expression of 
regret was general when the curtain fell for the last time at the con- 
clusion of Dr. Lcacock's cleverly rendered sketch. "Behind the Be- 
yond." 

The committee to direct the Theatre Night, composed of pro- 
fessors and student.*, appointed at the enthusiastic meeting held in 
the Union on Wednesday; merits the whole-hearted support of pro- 
fessors, graduates and undergraduates. It is only with such support 
•that the,,entertainment may be thoroughly successful. Tho co-opera- 
tion offered bythcJniiisical organiations/by the Electrical Club and 
twenty-five or so students at the meeting, is highly gratifying, and 
should enable the committee to make an immediate start. 

In reviving the traditional McGill Theatre Night, its sponsors 
have gone a step further by their decision that the show will be en- 
tirely conducted by McGill people. The success of the monster par- 
ade to greet Admiral Sims suggests that a torchlight procession on 
the gala night from the Union to the theatre might be a supplemen- 
tary feature to the acts to be played by each faculty of the Univer- 
sity, thé Royal Victoria College, and the School of Physical Edu- 
cation. 

For many years, the McGill Theatre Night was one of the most 
outstanding events of the session, usually taking place in the fall, 
about two weeks after the commencement of lectures. The students 
marched in a body to the old Academy of Music, or to His Majesty's 
to witness the regular programme, not playing the parts themselves, 
although the galleries gaily decorated with McGill shields and red 
and white bunting, were by no means silent. The student audience 
was even known to get a trifle uproarious at times! Times are 
changed to-day. and the students as a Whole have adopted a more 
.dignified attitude, but we believe that all possess the same degree 
of that indescribable something called "college spirit." Let us make 
the 1923 McGill Theatre Night a real success. 



DEBATING AT McGILL. 



Arts and Law met last evening in the first inter-faculty debate 
of the New Year. The three men upholding the honour of the Arts 
Faculty and the negative side of the resolution, indisputably earned 
the right to the favourable decision of the judges, which declared for 
those contending for the justification of Government Ownership in 
Canada. The debate may be regarded as a success. The number 
of thoje attending, while not so large as might have been the case, 
yet in view of the other events taking place at the same time, was 
gratifying. In the vote of thanks extended the judges, it appeared 
that last night was the fourth occasion upon which Dean Laing, of 
the Arts Faculty, had attended student debates in the last two or 
three months. The applause which greeted mention of this fact 
was indicative of the manner in which such concern by the Faculty 
in the pursuits of the undergraduate is appreciated by the latter. 

The proposal for the institution of a Debating Coach was 
mooted at the gathering last evening in the judge's report. This is a 
timely question which has suffered from lack of attention at McGill. 
but which has received such in prominent colleges in the United 
States, where the position of a Debating Coach is a recognised office. 
•It merits action if debating is to receive the consideration and re- 
tain the place due it at McGill. 

The proposition has frequently been stressed, and there the mat- 
ter has «nded. Debating requires supervision, and such can only be 
accorded it by one with the time to spare, the incentive to organise 
debates and ability to criticise the speakers in such contests.

srble with government owned lines to 
make profits. He concluded that the 
public should not be expected to pay 
taxes to maintain institutions which arc 
losing money. 

Penrose, the next speaker for the nega- 
tive said that the G.T.R. report recently 
published showed an improvement in fi- 
nance of $10,000,000 for the first eleven 
months of 1922—40,000 tons of new rail 
had been laid. Private ownership detri- 
mental to colonization, the great need of 
"iiiada to-day. "Private railways arc 
for immediate profit, national rail- 
's are out to aid in national develop- 
ment". Penrose finished his remarks 
by saying that Canadian national railways 
were out for "Canada first", "Dividends 
lastly". 

Batshaw for law asserted that a de- 
bate was purely economical problem. 
Referring to an allusion of the previous 
speaker he mentioned that tourists are 
not necessary to a railway's success, but 
rather freight. In anada there is a par- 
tial system of ownership very different 




from total ownership. This putting as 
it were C.N.R. vs. C.P.R. 

Wells, speaking for the negative said 
that the railways were a success before 
the government took hotd of them . 
government had given them money and 
put tliem in good condition. Neither 
parties are opposed to the present sys- 
tem so it cannot be called a political fai- 
lure. , 

If the system should fail it would be 
the fault of the bickering of petty poli- 
ticians and not of far-seeing men. 

Pierce in his rebuttal refuted arguc- 
ments right and left and very briefly 
summed up the remarks for the affir- 
mative side. 

The Dean in giving the judges deci- 
sion, said that Arts had won by 10 points 
for delivery and 20 for material. He 
advised the scrapping' of notes as a means 
of improving the speaking. He said 
that Mr. Bonar Law had made his name 
because of his ability to remember statis- 
tics in his speeches, thus doing away with 
notes and getting more interest from his 
audience. 

He suggested in closing that a profes- 
sional critic be appointed to attend de- 
bates and to give criticisms of all the 
speakers. This he said would be an in- 
valuable aid to the participants, especial- 
ly in the oreliminary debates.

Last night Coach Shaughncssy, in 
[his third of scries of lectures, impress- 
led upon the hearers the necessity of 
Pinsttilling into the football team that 
[fighting spirit which so often has 
carried a weaker team to the top of 
the league. He quoted a missionary 
'who maintained he could put out a 
team of maniacs who would go 
through all the college teams in Am- 
erica. "That is what we need," said 
; the coach, "a team of raving maniacs, 
1 of fighting fools, who don't know 
when they arc beaten, and so will 
I win the game." 

Thc5C lectures which Coach Shaugh- 
[nessy is giving, have been misnamed 
'lectures. In fact, they are no more 
j lectures than the speeches of Col. 
George Ham are lectures. Frequently 
the coach draws on his unlimited sup- 
ply of anecdotes and illustrations 
which have become classics in the his- 
tory of football. These lectures arc 
indeed well worth going to, whether a 
football star or a rooter. 

In opening his address. Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy showed the great need in which 
McGill stood for three good hall- 
backs. Two men are desperately 
needed who can run and pass the ball, 
md one who can catch and pas». These 
men must also be capable, of going 
up and taking their full share in the 
line work, in opening holes, etc. The 
need of these can hardly be even esti- 
mated. The veteran coach told how in 
former years half backs had been sent 
up to .their line and had not taken 
their full share of the line work. They 
could never be made to undcrstani 
that when up in the line they were 
to take on the full duties of a line 
man. In speaking of the catching of 
the halt back, he maintained that the 
misses and fumbles made in a game 
arc due to a great extent to nervous 
ncss. This has been shown again and 
àagain. In the fall the ball was kicked 
"from the top of the Stadium and the 
men caught it 99 times out of the hun 
dred. These kicks were one hundred 
per cent higher than those occurring 
in the games, and still the half backs 
missed almost a third. At this point 
Mr. Shaughnessy pointed out that in 
practising it was useless, to go through 
the plays ; that were already good. It 
was on ttye poor points that much drill 
and practice was needed. 

The back or defence line next came 
into the discussion. It waG explained 
that the kind of game played by the 
defence depended to a great extent on 
whether they were playing defensive 
cr offensive game. If the line proves 
itself to be weak, the backs must come 
up. The method of passing was fully 
explained. 

In closing the coach insisted that 
the only way McGill can make up her 
lack of experience in the team is to 
get a collection of raving maniacs and 
send them out into the field. He 
showed that frequently a t.-m gets the 
! ball within four or iive. yards of the 
line and fails to put it across. The 
reason is that the defensive team arc 
up against it; they have their backs 
to the wall and as a result have their 
I ire aroused. It is this fighting spirit 
' that will carry McGill with it, and i 
is the only thing which will do so 



McGill is represented on the basket- 
ball floor this year, besides the senior 
team, by two intermediate and one 
junior team. These teams arc picked 
from the University at large at the 
beginning of the season. 

This session so much interest was 
evinced by men who could not make 
these teams that the basketball club 
decided to form a new league, known 
as the Freshman-Sophomore League. 
The schedule was drawn up so that the 
first year teams played games among 
themselves, and the sophomores like- 
wise. This schedule has now been 
omplcted, and a play-off between the 
est teams in each division, namely, 
Med. '27 and Med. '28, is to take place 
in Molson Hall Feb. 19, at 5 p.m. 

It is not surprising that several of 
the teams entered displayed very lit- 
tle interest, but it is worth while not- 
ng that the majority of teams bad 
more. .men turning out than it was 
possible for them to use. 

First year Arts had- a rather strong 
cam, but lost one game. Medicine 
in away with things in both sections, 
and the play-oft should be very intcr- 
sting. The least that the members 
of the class of Med. '27 and '28, who 
are not on the team, can do, is to use 
an hour of their valuable time on Feb 
19 to support their teams. The game 
hould also appeal to the ttndergradu- 
ttcs oi all the firsL-and second years 
as well. .

Professor Matthews, the un 
fortunate king who quoted triolets to ai 
unsympathetic listener and Miss Mar 
garet MacNaughton as the shrewdish 
countrywoman, also contributed largely 
to the success of this playlet 

"After Euripides 'Electra' " is a satire 
on the highbrow critics and afternoon 
tea-drinkers who judge the literary pro 
duction of the time by the most super 
ficiahstandards. The satire of these 
"Diminutive Dramas" is directed against 
the follies and foibles of the present time, 
and achieve this by transplanting them 
to the days of ancient Greece and Rome 
Euripides latest play is discussed much 
in the manner that one might talk of 
new production by Shaw, and even 
in the Athens of antiquity "modern 
music" is accused of being nothing more 
than a noise. 

A very delightful programme was the 
general verdict as the large audience dis- 
persed at the conclusion of the perfor- 
mance and one the general nature of 
which will bear repetition.

In considering this 
subject, he briefly mentioned the many 
different inventions of mediaeval 
times which have proved so beneficial 
to the Dominion in modern times. 

A fitting conclusion was then added 
to the talk by summing up the two 
most important bequests of the Middle 
Ages, to Canada, namely, the Uni- 
versity and Parliamentary ' govern- 
ment. He then showed that all forms 
of present parliamentary government 
are cither directly or indirectly copies 
of the English Parliament, while all 
types of Federal government find ttheir 
origin in the United States.

Discussion Group Learns 
Fundamentals of Chinese 
Faith 



COMPARATIVE RE- 
LIGIONS 



Large Attendance at Meeting 
—Many Questions 
Asked 



The fundamentals of the teachings of 
Confucius were set forth yesterday af- 
ternoon in an address before the discus- 
sion group on comparative religions by 
Mr. W. W. Wang of China, in Strath- 
cona Hall. 

'■ Mr. Wang gave his hearers a short 
sketch of Confucius life before proceed- 
ing to a discussion of his teachings. 
Born in SSI U.C. in Shantung the foun- 
der of the seît at an early age entered 
upon his' lift's purpose of study. Among- 
st' .other productions he left over three 
hundred poems. More important was 
his early history of China. The' fa- 
mous annals of Confucius which are com- 
monly attributed to the teacher, were 
the speaker pointed out the work of his 
disciples. 

The importance of feliai duties and 
loyalty to the King were amongst the 
outstanding features of the teachings en- 
joined by Confucuis. Disobedience to 
parents was according to his code, the 
worst offence. Loyalty to the King as 
the basis of all order he strongly urged. 
Self-denial as a means of developing 
character was also strongly cmphasired. 

Comparing Christianity with Confuci- 
his teachings'. Thus the result is that 
strict followers of this teacher ignore 
financial affairs, their accounting for 
the poverty of greater China. , During 
Confucius time there were no economic 
problems and to-day China is suffering 
from this fact. 

Comparing Christionity with Confuci- 
anism Mr. Wang said, one of the teach- 
er's great sayings was, "Don't do to 
others what you would not have others 
do unto you". This is merely a negative 
rendering of Christ's doctrine. Con- 
fucius does not teach returning good 
fpr evil, for says he, "when a man does 
good unto you what then shall you do 
unto him?". Nor does he believe m 
the maxim— "love your enemies". One 
o'f his sayings is — "Do' your best and 
have the rest" anil another t,he equiva- 
lent of^'.'Pay attention to your own af- 
fairs". " 

' Confucius hated hypocricy, he said 
that was it was a destructive weapon to 
virtue. 

Throughout the teachings of Confu- 
cius the two great points emphasized are 
first Filial Duty and second Loyalty to 
the King. 

Regarding the first he taught it was 
the duty of everyone to love and obey 
one's parents and after death to bury 
them, not lavishly but as one's means per- 
mitted . I le did not believe in ancestrial 
worship. 

Cpnfucius discouraged all unrest. Ac- 
cordingly China' as a result is a peace- 
able country. "Too peaceable" said Mr. 
Wang • for he had taught otherwise, 
China v/.ouid have Wiped out German} 
during the war unaided." All the 
teachings were in one language naturally, 
but Confucius nevertheless did not be- 
lieve in possessing two languages. So 
that there is much, as .Mr. Wang pointed 
out, in his teachings that is not fcasible 
to-day when so many Chinese are study- 
ing English. 

Confucius had no idea as to prayer or 
life after death. It must be clearly un- 
derstood that Confucius himself was con- 
sidered divine. He did not teach of a 
after-life as other religious founders did. 
Many Chinese believe reincarnation, but 
this as the speaker pointed but is not con- 
noted with Confucianism. 

Concluding a most interesting address, 
Mr. Wang said Confucius taught that 
one should not worship images for fear 
of incurring the anger of the Supreme 
Being— a diety which inhabited every- 
thing around us. Confucius was a gTeat 
teacher a great reformer and it is possi- 
ble to live out and follow many of his 
bejiefs and teachings no matter what ones 
religion may be. 

.At the-close of his. address Mr. Wang 
answered many questions. Klineberg 
on behalf o.f those present thanked Mr. 
Wang for his most enlightening talk.

Sir Richard Squires Speaks 
of Conditions in His 
Country 



On Wednesday Evening at 8 o'clock, 
the Honourable Sir Richard Squires, K. 
C.M.G., Prime Ministerof Newfound- 
land, entertained ^bout sixty-five New- 
foundland McGiH students at the Mount 
Royal Hotel. Among the guests of the 
evening were Dr. C. A. Peters, C. Paine 
and C. E. Whitley representing the New- 
foundland Society of Montreal. 

The first toast of the evening was to 
the King, following came the toast to the 
Newfoundlanders at McGill, to which Dr. 
Peters responded. Dr. Peters spoke 
briefly of the advantages which McGill 
>ffers and the advantages which McGill 
he youth of Newfoundland in seeking a 
University training in Canada, Great Bri- 
tain and the United States. "Yqu have 
made a wise choice in coming to McGill" 
■aid the speaker amid' the applause of 
the students. In referring to the host, 
Dr. Peters spoke of the successful car- 
-cer of the Prime Minister, from the 
days he left Dalhousic University to 
the present time. The toasts to thé New- 
foundland Club of McGill and the New- 
foundland Society of Montreal were res- 
jKjnded to by their respective Presidents 
C. J. Blackler and C. E. Whitley. Al- 
lister Cave and Martin Cashin spoke 
briefly in response to the toast which was 
given to the Newfoundland Government. 

C. F. Davis, B.A., proposed the toast 
to the Prime Minister, and in his re- 
marks spoke very concisely and effec- 
tively of the Educational system of the 
Island home, and recommended certain 
changes which he believed would be to 
the advantage of every student seeking 
a University training. "In Newfound- 
land" said Mr. Davis "it should be 
possible for a student to obtain at least 
two years. of an Arts Course.". Then, 
came the address of the evening as> amid 
tpirlause, the Prime Minister arose to 
ipeak. To those who have riot had the 
privilege of hearing Sir Richard, 'it is' 
impossible to describe his powers of fas- 
cination and oratory. Sir . Richard has 
a very youthful appearance, in fact when 
Knighted two years ago, he was one of 
the youngest Knights in the Britteh Em- 
pire; coupled with a youthful appearance, 
there is a striking personality which 're- 
veals a spirit of perseverance and culture, 
a man, who purely through merit, has 
obtained the highest position in his coun-' 
try. The Prime Minister began by 
iongratulating the Students on- the choice 
if a- University, for the name "McGill" 
is a byWord in the world of higher edu- 
cation. Sir Richard spoke of the finan- 
cial conditions in Newfoundland, he 
showed how since 1914 taxation had not 
been increased per capita half as much 
as m Canada. In Canada when the 
National debt is spoken of, reference 
only is made to the Federal debt,' while 
in Newfoundland the National debt in- 
cludes the Municipal debt as wdi. 
"Taxation in Newfoundland" said the 
Premier "is very light in comparison 
vith England, and comparitively light 
n comparison with Canada or any other 
part of the British Empire." Sir Rich- 
ard referred to the fluctuation ■ which 
prevailed in the Foreign Markets where' 
the Newfoundland fish was sent. Then, 
Se spoke of the future outlook. Refer- 
:nce was officially made as to the suc- 
:css of his mission to Montreal with 
regard to the closing of the Wabana Ore 
M ines. The HumbeY proposition was 
dealt with, which in thê opinion of the 
Premier wrfl revolutionise matters in 
Newfoundland. The Hârmswortii .in- 
terests are about to establish a paper 
plant on the west coast of the Island, 
which will produce four hundred tons of 
paper per day; with this the fact was 
made kne-wn, that the Lord Northcliffc 
mills at Grand Fails are going to aug- 
ment their present daily output .by a 
hundred tons. 

After dealing with other matters of 
importance, such as the recent fish trea- 
ty with Spain, the proposed agreement 
for two new additional cables to be laid 
to the Island in 1924, Sir . Richard 'quot- 
ed one of the mottoes of the Rotary 
Club, "This is our Country — yours and 
mine. We fought for it then let us live 
for it." At this point the speaker wax- 
ed eloquent as he pictured home scenes 
and showed the amount of . work which is 
to be done. To return to the homeland 
was the Premier's parting word; to 
work for the betterment of the land tint 
is and will be forever dear to the hearts 
of thousands in Canada" and elsewhere.

This year there , has /been a certain 
amount of criticism expressed concerning 
the growing habit of more attending the 
Informal Dances, to wear evening dress. 
These dances were initially started for 
those students whose 'financial standing 
prevented them from attending the for- 
mal dances. During the last two years 
there has been a growing tr ndency to- 
wards evening dress at these informal 
fun '.tins thereby defeating the purpose 
for which they were started. 

This year so much adverse criticism 
has been levied that the House Committee 
feci a real injustice is being done to 
those students- who wish to attend these 
dances in informal dress. At a meeting 
held' early m the week it was decided to 
make a radical change. At. various col- 
leges in the States one of the most popu- 
lar affairs of the year is a Tramp Dance 
in which all of the guests attend in their 
ildest and most dilapidated .garments. 

This, it was- felt was too extreme a 
measure so it was decided, that none of 
■those attending the Informal Dance on 
Friday February loth should wear even- 
ing dress. The proper arid approved 
stylo for the occasion as laid down in 
section 999, Article Ô66 of the By-laws 
of the Union House Committee for "Pre- 
vention, of .Evening Dress at Informal 
Dances" is as follows :— Lounge suit, any 
colour — Collars and ties must be worn — 
Dancing pumps optional — Those wearing 
shoes over 12 inches will be taxed 25c for 
every' inch thereof. This money to be 
placed in a separate fund called "Ex- 
cess floor space tax." 

Ladies— Afternoon dress— Hats must 
not be worn. 

The success of the whole scheme de- 
pends upon the stand taken by the stu- 
dent body. It should be supported in 
order these dances may meet the need 
for which they were started. 

After a great amount of discussion 
and arguments pro and coh. it was fin- 
ally decided that on an occasion like 
this extra special feature should be intro- 
duced, here it is. There will be a 1 per 
cent reduced in price. Tickets will go 
on sale at the Union on Monday February 
12th at 1 p.m. for the nominal sum of 
$1.98. Special preparations are being 
made to hold back the crowd. 

Be on hand at 1 p.m. and bear Dn 
mind' that each ticket is sold on the un- 
derstanding that each student lives up 
to the agreement.

WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS 



The bureau of educational research has 
issued a bulletin on "Written Examin- 
ations and Their Improvement," discuss- 
ing methods of improving examinations 
ami giving examples of different types 
thereof.- At present, with final exa- 
minations in full sway the criticisms and 
defenses of written examinations arc 
interestng. 

Among tiie criticisms found by the 
bureau an- the beliefs that written exa- 
minations yield inaccurate measures of 
achievement stimulate undesirable mental 
processe.--, lend to become educational 
objectives! and injure the students' health. 
The defense is that they are necessary 
to measure the students ability, and that 
they furnish a motive for study and for 
reviewing and organizing the contents 
of the course. 

Few people, no matter how radical 
in their opinion of the much discussed 
written examination, will fail to agree 
with at least one point on either side of 
the question It is undeniable that stud- 
ents would fail — many of them — to

Nor is there any doubt 
that the present system of final exam- 
inations cause much cramming during the 
few days previous to the examination it- 
self, much of this cramming being of 
a decidedly unprofitable nature. It is 
difficult to say which argument out- 
weighs the other. 

And now comes the news that Purdue 
is to inaugurate the institution of final 
examinations) next year. This 1 action 
has been taken upon the suggestion of 
a committee appointed to investigate the 
advisability of the move. Purdue is 
practically the last of the well known 
technical institutions to adopt the syst- 
em. 

Purdue has long had a high standing 
in the educational field. Her students 
have been graduated without being sub- 
jected to final examinations. Whether 
the faculty committee proposed the adop- 
tion of the finals system to make the re- 
quirements similar to those in other in- 
stitutions or because they were conv- 
inced that the old system was inefficient.
